Concluding that provincial powers in financing are 
limited under the existing set up of the financial structure 
and declaring that prior to any scheme of social credit is in- 
troduced here it would be necessary to acquire a large

government, in his interim report to the government, re- 
leased without comment on Wednesday by Premier R. G.

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In regard to the Province of 
Alberta, therefore, it appears to 
me to be evident that little which 
is effective can be done to relieve 
the economic difficulties which 
exist unless a departure is made 
from methods which were mod- 
erately effective in the past but 
are no longer suitable to condi- 
tiens which have changed funda- 
mentally. Any attempt to deal 
with the situation, which does not 
recognize its fundamental causes, 
must discredit the administration 
and eventually result either in an 
abolition of organized forms of 
government in favor of a pure 
financial hegemony, or in a con- 
tinuous disintegration of social 
morals, possibly ending in some- 
thing approaching anarchy.

| whose legal position is doubtful, 
and whose power, though admitted- 
ly great, is neither impregnable nor

The result of the former line of 
action can be judged from past 
experience, and in my opinion 
must involve failure to solve the 
so-called unemployment problem, 
a stationary or only very siowly 
increasing population in this pro- 
vince, inability to develop the 
resources of the country, and po- 
litical and social disintegration.

I recommend that at the start the treat- 
ment, the fasting method be tried. In many 
cases this is all is needed to provide relief and 
the noises will disappear within a few days. At 
least, the short fast can do no possible harm. 


The patient may use orange juice, canned un- 


sweetened pineapple juice, or canned tomato 
juice in the fast, whichever is the more con- 
venient. The fast will reduce the blood pressure 


if it is too high, or diminish the excess mucus 
if the cause is catarrh. 

It is interesting to have the blood pressure 
tested before the fast in order to find out if 
high blood pressure exists. If the pressure is 
not over 140 then it is probably true that the 
ear noises are due to catarrha! inflammation. 
The fast frequently brings about a rapid change 
with relief from the annoying throbbing. After 
the fast is ended, the patient must follow a 
careful diet and it often seems advisable to umit 
starches if the results are to be obtained.
